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OUR FORESTS. 

Nature when left to rerself has a wonder- 
fal power to cover the earth with a vegetable 
growth, and thus shield it from the direct- 
‘ays of the sun, but civilized man when he 
enters &@ new country cuts down the forests 
and clears up the land that he may better 
produce those crops that grow in their 
natural state in a warmer climate. This is 
an important as well as a necessary work ; 
for the food that is best adapted to supply 
man’s wants will not grow to full perfection 
without the open sunshine. If man would 
only clear sufficient land to grow the pro- 
ducts in sufficient quantities to fully supply 
his wants, and would confine himself to such 
soils as are best adapted to the growth of 
the crops he desires to grow, there would be 
sufficient forests left to hold back the moun- 
tain streams, and thus prevent drouths in 
the valleys and lower levels. But man when 
he gets accustomed to swinging the axe 
never appears to know when to stop as long 
fy that he can sell for 


lumber or for re wor 

If our ancestors could have seen, as we 
now begia to see, the importance of using 
judgment in the cutting down of the forests, 
it would have left our country in a far more 
satisfactory condition than it now is. If the 
hills and high lands had been left covered 
with forests, and the low lands been cleared, 
it would not only have given the farmer of 
to-day far better land to work on, but it 
would have prevented many streams from 
drying up which are now dry six months in 
the year, because the hills having been so 
denuded of their forests they cannot hold 
back the water as formerly. 

If the farmers of the present time could 
have all of the meadows and low plain lands 
cleared and put in good condition for culti- 
vated crops, they would have land enough 
to produce more than they now do, and have 
all of the bills and higher levels left to grow 
timber on. There are thousands of acres of 
high, dry and stony lands that have been 
cleared at great expense, yet are not worth 
cultivating, and we have other thousands of 
acres of land covered with forests that have 
never been cleared, yet it is level land, clear 
of stones and rocks, and rich in everything

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desirable for plant food. This land can 
easily be made to produce four times as 
much as the high hills that have been cleared. 

The question that now arises is this. If 
our fathers made a mistake in clearing their 
land, shall we continue in it? Had we not 
better take a new departure and try to rece 
tify the mistake of our ancestcrs? Let us 
| encourage the growth of forests on the high 

hills, dry plains, and rough rocky land, 

while at the same time we drain our swamps 
| and clear them up te grow our cultivated 


crops on, Let this be done not only for our 
| cunureu. ~ Alresuy sudie iaruitis daw ~~~ 


the importance of this change, and have 

cleared up their low lands and brought them 

into a condition to produce very large crops 

in great variety. The rich deposit on such 
| land has been accumulating for centuries, 
and the moment the sunlight and air is let 
into it it begins to decompose and change to 
a substance available for plant food; thus 
such land will produce large crops with 
much less manure than the high dry land 
which is almost entirely deficient in unde- 
| cayed vegetable substance. Another advan- 
tage of low lands is, when brought into good 
condition for plant growth the crops do not 
suffer with the drouth like the hills and <!€- 
vated plains. 

The time will come when t» thousands of 
acres of salt marsh land» Which border on 
the coast, will be nde available for garden 
and field crops «© ®pply the growing wants 

of our cit’ s but at present, we have enough 
fess eadows which invite our attention, 
| and are more immediately available, to grow 
all the field and garden crops we have time 
| to attend to, 

In thus changing our cultivated fields 
from the high to the low lands, we must not 
lose sight of the importance of keeping up 
the forests; let us encourage the use of 
every available means to rapidly cover our 
barren hills and dry elevated plains with a 
growth of timber; in fact, let us cover all of 
our lands that are not needed for other pur- 
poses with a growth of trees ; but in so doing 
we must not, in our haste, forget that there 
is a great choice in the kinds of trees to 
grow; nor must we forget, that if nature be 
left to herself, she will often produce the 
most undesirable kinds of trees on soil 
which is adapted for the most desirable. 

For example a piece of Jand well adapted 
for the white pine, would in the eastern por* 
tion of the State, be most likely to be seeded 
with the grey birch, if nature be left to do 
the work, because the grey birch will pro- 
duce seed a hundred fold more than the 
white pine, and the seeds will blow almost 
a hundred times as far, and when planted 
will be much more likely to grow ; therefore 
unless man steps in and assists nature to 
scatter the right seed, our forests will not be 
Ukely to be filled with the best trees. 

By systematic efforts we might greatly 
change the character of our forests. When 
we cut a forest of trees of the kind most de- 
sirable, we should always leave enough to 
keep the land seeded, if it bea kind that 
does not readily sprout, and when we out a 
forest of undesirable kinds, we should be 
sure and cutthem all, In this way nature 
may be greatly assisted to move in the right 
direction, To mill further hasten this pro- 
gress, seeds of desiable trees should be lib- 
erally scattered over land that is to be 
brought into wood, 

If our ancestors had kiven this subject 4 
little attention our foress would now be 
composed of far more desir&je varieties of 
trees than they now are; but tatead of as- 
sisting nature in the right ditetion, they 
pushed her in the wrong direction b, cutting 
out all of the most desirable kinds of trees, 
and leaving the most undesirable to seed the 
land, and cover it with the kinds of trees of 
but little value, except for fire wood. Are 
we not with all of our boasted intelligence 
doing the same thing? Is it not about time 
for us to make a step of progress and try 
to improve our forests? 

Instead of the red cherry, grey birch and 
pitch pine, let us encourage the white pine, 

red cedar, and white oak, or the chestnut, 
rock maple and white ash, and such other 
valuable timber trees as are adaptsd to the 
qgil and climate where they are to be grown. 
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AGRICULTURAL ITEMS. 

— It looks this autumn in the west as if steam 
plows would soon be as commoa as steam. 

— Bee keeping and honey preducing is yearly 
becoming a more important industry in this 
country. 

— It is thought that a remedy for the yellows 
ia peach trees has been found in muriate of pot 
ash to be used as a dressing or manure. 

— Atwo year old Holsteia heifer in Syracuse 
bas given 76 pounds 6 ounces of milk in twenty 
four hours. That is about 39 quarts. 

— The cranberry crop on Cape Cod is about as 
good as last year—though it has been reported 
by some as a total failure. 

— That this is an apple year is shown by the 
fact in the week ending October 11, there were 
9516 barrels of apples shipped from Boston. 

— England imported almost twenty five mil: 
lions dollars’ worth of checse last year. The 
supply from Canada increased over the previous 
year, while the amount from the United States 
was almost stationary. 

— Recent fires in Atlantic County, N. Y., 
have run over many acres of cranberry bogs. 
Among the losses reported are $15,000 by the 
Atlantic Cranberry Company, 275 acres of its 
bog being burned over- 
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that many of their large turkeys are dying trom 
some mysterious cause. 

— Women in German farm houses are occu’ 
pied in driving wagons, cutting tue bay, spread. 
ing the dressing on the land, barefooted and 
bareheaded, carrying on their heads or their 
backs the farm tools and the sweepings ot the 
road, harnessed to a cart with a dog. 

— A Connecticut correspondent informs us 
that cider apples, natural fruit, are selling in his 
vicinity as low as five and six cents per bushel, 

— So great has been the quantity of passia 
used in the English hop yards in washing the 
vines to kill the aphides, that the ariicle has 
advanced over 600 per cent in price. 

— Advices from lialy give glowing accounts 
of success in producing sugar from sorghum. 

— Shipments of dead meat from Russia to 
Eagland have not proved successful as the meat 
is of very interior quality. 

— The United States consumes nearly one 
million bushels of wheat per day. 

— Large clips of wool this year in the South 
American States has made wool very cheap 
there. 

— Without good feed it is absolately impossi- 
ble to make good butter. 

— The Arabians never beat their horses. 

— It is better to make an acre of land with 
$100 that was previously worth only $10, than 
it would be to buy $90 worth of land at $10 an 
acre. 

— A recent census of horses in Russia showed 
that there were 19,675,193 in the country, of 
which 14,835,051 were fit for military service. 

— Every seventh year isapt to be a dry year 
and the past season bas been an exception. 

— The Texas stock dealer asserts that 2,000, 
000 head of cattle are fed on ‘free grass’ in his 
State. 

— Corn and oats ground together make good 
teed for cows, in fact for any kind of stock. 

— For the week ending Oct. 25th, the loca! 
packers in Boston have had an export trade of 
$90,000. The number of hogs killed and packed 
was about 21,500. There is also a good demand 
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not all; feeding and management are what se 
cure success. 

— Clover will not do well in wet soil. 

— French farmers make a specialty of grow 
ing dandelions which are used as greens. 

— Rbubarb requires deep, rich soil; a good 
dressing of well rotted manure put on the ground 
this winter when not frozen, will give the plants 
a good start in the spring. The same is true of 
asparagus. 

— If turnips or other vegetables to be fed to 
stock become frosted, piace them in a cool cel- 
jar, cover lightly with straw and let them re 
main frozen. If they do not thaw out they will 
be little harmed for feeding. 

— Extensive systems of irrigation have im- 
prove! the agriculture of Colorado. These are 
done by stock companies. 

— Last year cabbages were imported into New 
York from Germany ; it may be that this will be 
repeated this winter. 

— About one half the population of France 
live by agriculture, upwards of nine millions of 
which people own and cultivate their own land. 

— The names of fruits should receive much 
more attention; at present there is much confu- 
sion amongst writers and growers. 

— Millemaine is the name of a new cerca) 
which has been introduced into South Carolina 
from South America. It is allied to sorghum 
and Guinea corn and has the merit of an almost 
unlimited capacity to endure drought. 

— Why is it tuat the average yield of wheat 
per acre is so low in this country as compared 
with European countries ? 

— The drinking of milk has become very 
fashionable in Paris. 

— Organization and union mean strength. 
Farmers are not united nor do they organize. 

— A little salt thrown on the ice that forms in 
well and cistern pumps will do more good than 
gallons of hot water. It should be thrown on 
half an hour before the pump is used. 

— It is prohtable to alternate manures. 

— In winter stock need water and should not 
be allowed to allay their thirst with snow, which 
is likely to produce goitre, especially in sheep. 

—A chicken rode thirty-five miles on a car 
track and was taken off uninjured. 

— A horse wearing shoes weighing 16 pounds 
in the course of a mile lifts 24,000 pounds. 


— The exportation of sheep from the port of 
Montreal has vastly increased of late years. 

— Locust makes very durable fence posts. 
There are two kinds of locust adapted to timber 
and posts—the seed locust and the yellow locust, 
of which the latter is considered the more 
valuable. 

— Small onions are better flavored and more 
marketable than very large ones. 

—A single plantation in California, devoted 
to the culture of Pyrethrum, contains 1700 acres 
of sandy land which, but a few years since, was 
considered worthless. The present income de- 
rived trom it is said to be $120,000 a year. 

— Apples from Maine are said to possess su- 
perior keeping qualities. 

— The rye crop in Europe last year was such 
a failure that there is a large demand for export | 

— There is a good demand in the West tor 
young stock for feeding purposes, as there is 
such a large corn crop; there is most call for 
calves and one or two year old steers. 

— Florida lemons are now being brought to 
Northern markets. 

— Clover is better for milch cows than for any 
other stock. It is apt to be too dusty and coarse 
for horses, especially those whose wind is 
affected, but a little of it is beneficial. 

— The garden should at this season be mulched 
heavily with manure, and then it will be ready 
in the coming spring to be spaded in. 

— The dry weather this fall has caused poor 
feed in the pastures, and the rains the past week 
have done much geod. 

— Eleven pupils of the school of agriculture 
near Bordeaux in France, have died from eating 
poisonous mushrooms gathered by them in the 
vicinity of the school. 

—The net imports of wheat and flour into 
France during August, 1884, was 4,364,000 
bushels.

The Wonderland of the World, and eastern 
tourists who are flocking in such great pum- 
bers to the northwest coast are not only 
surprised, but delighted, with the revelations 
made of the vast extent of territory, its re 

markable resources and productiveness, and 
the unmatched scenery which attracts the 
beholder on every hand. That this great 
thoroughfare will be the most popular and 
attractive to travel between the east and the 
west in the years to come there can be no 
danht and « besol pelisy in the manage- 
ment for freight and passenger traffic will 
make the Northern Pacific, as it deserves to 
be, the wealthiest and most successful trans 
continental railway of America. 


Among the many surprises which the 
traveler experiences along this splendid 
highway, one is uppermost in all minds,— 
that, after taking leave of the rich wheat- 
fields of Minnesota and Dakota, so little fine 
agricultural country appears ; and the rain- 
less districts, with sage-brush, sand, and 
savagery, almost compel the tourist to won- 
der if ever this great American zone, ex- 
tending from British America to Mexico,can 
be utilized to any great account as wealth- 
producing, popuiation-sustaining territory. 
It is only when the traveler leaves the rail- 
way and explores the mining districts of 
Montana and Idaho, and sees the stock- 
raising capabilities of Wyoming, Oregon, 
and Washington, that his growing in- 
credulity is checked, and he begins to feel 
that there are millions in the quartz moun-

The Willamette Valley. 


This Valley, whichis traversed by the Wil- 
lamette river, on which Portland is located, 
extends north and south about 140 miles, 
and is, on an average, about 40 miles wide. 
It has the Cascade mountains on the east, 
and the coast range on the west, receiving 
from both numberless streams, which, de- 
scending through the canons of the foot hills 
irrigate the plains at their base, and ewell 
the clear waters of the Willamette, which 
enters the Columbia about twelve miles 
north of Portland. The mountains and 
foot hills, and also belts along the streams, 
are covered with extensive growths of tim- 
ber, suitable for manufacturing and build- 
ing, such as fir, white and red and yellow 
pine, cedar, white and red hemlock, spruce, 
maple, ash, yew, alder, palm, white and 
black oak, and several other kinds in lesser 
quantities. 

The climate is mild and pleasant. The 
location gives it a very desirable medium 
between the hot, dry climate of California 
and the excessive rains of Waskington ter- 
ritory. The average temperature is, for 
spring, 52 degrees; for summer, 67 degrees; 
tor autumn, 63 degrees; and for winter, 38 
degrees ; showing a mean deviation of only 
29 degrees during the entire year. The 
thermometer was never known to indicate 
lower than 6 degrees below zero, nor higher 
than 98 degrees above in the shade. The 
average yearly rainfall is 55 to 65 inches. 
Wheat is the chief staple product, which 
crop, when properly cultivated, yields from 
20 to 60 bushels to the acre. Oats, barley, 
rye, and all kinds of garden vegetables grow 
to perfection. Fruits, such as apples, pears, 
plums, prunes, cherries, blackberries, cur- 
rants, and all kinds of small fruits are posi- 
tively unexcelled for size, flavor, and cer- 
tainty of crops, by any country on the globe, 

Salem. 
Salem, the capital of Oregon, is beautiful- 
ly located in this valley, about forty miles 
from Portland. By the courtesey of Hon. 
E. B. McElroy, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, we had the great satise 
faction of doing Salem thoroughly, and we 
shall not soon forget the cordial greetings 
of the leading citizens of the city, or other 
attentions paid us by this generous people. 
It was our great good fortune to meet one 
of the Oregon pioneers of 1839, the Rev. J. 
L Parrish, the honored father of Chief of 
Police Parrish of Portland. As he told us 
of his voyage of eight months and nine days 
from New York to Oregon around Cape 
Horn, in the ship Lusanne, Uaptain spauld- 
ing, with forty souls, the first American mis- 
sionary colony to the Northwest coast, un- 
der the sainted Jason Lee, and as he related 
his experiences in missionary life among the 
Indians, and of his association with Spauld- 
ing, Eells, Walker and Whitman, in their 
heroic and self denying labors, we felt that 
the age of living heroes had not gone by, 
but that such men were the witnesses to the 
most sublime works wrought since the world 
had learned the spirit of self sacrifice from 
the Great teacher himself. The historian 
of Oregon cannot fail to record the valuable 
services of such men as those above named,

| Hood at the foot of the valley, while Adams 
land St. Helens, each lifting more than 6000 
feet of snow line above the horigon, are the 
fit guardians of a valley unequaled in beauty 
as well as fertility in this western world. 1' 
was our good fortune at Eugene to meet 
with one of the most enterprising citizens of 
the town or of the valley, A. Stinit, Esq., who 
gave his whole time while we were in the 
City to enable us to learn the agricultural 
and other attractions of the country. Our 
first ride was in the wheat ranch of George 
Belshaw, Esq., who has lived in the valley 
thirty one years, devoting his great energies 
to the raising of the finest varieties of wheat, 
oats and other grains, Of his 12,000 acres 
350 are now heavy with the best kinds of 
wheat, and 350 other acres are covered with 
heavy crops ofoats. As Mr. Belshaw is a 
mode! wheat raiser, we will give a few facts 
from our note book which will serve to il- 
lustrate the productiveness of this soil. The 
average yield of wneat on his land is 25 
busliels to the acre, and of oats 45 bushels 
to the acre. The same land has been under 
cultivation for over 30 years without any 
fertilization, and the annual yield per acre 
is increasing, owing to the improved quality 
of grain now sown, and the better methods 
of sowing and harvesting. Mr. Belshaw has 
forty varieties of wheat now growing, The 
Chili Club he regards the best in its quality 
and yield. We passed across a field of spring 
wheat which will yield 35 bushels to the 
acre. The White Velvet and the Clawson, 
both white winter wheats, are regarded as 
next in rank to the Chili Club. Other very 
desirable varieties are the Fish Pole, Golden 
Chaff, Black Republican, and the Seven 
Headed. On several of these varieties of 
wheat, Mr. Belshaw has taken thej first 
premiums at the Oregon State Fairs since 
1875, a gold medal from the Paris World’s 
fair, 1878, and the first diploma at the Phil- 
ade!phia Centennial ‘for the best exhibit of 
all nations.’ We were shown these eviden- 
ces of Mr. Belshaw’s wonderful success, and, 
as a further evidence, were presented with 
a specimen sheaf of the Fish Pole wheat, 
between seven and eight feet in height, with 
stalks of rye over eight feet in height, and 
with a sheaf of heads of wheat of several va 
rieties, which we hold as a challenge to any 
raiser of wheat in America, that it cannot be 
matched. We shall place these specimens 
on exhibition in our Boston office as proof 
of our faith in the statements we make as to 
the Willamette and its great grain produc. 
ing capacity. 

We visited other great fields of grain in 
other parts of the valley, only to have our 
impressions confirmed as to the wealth of 
resources of Oregon; and we firmly believe 
that with the improved conditions of farm- 
ing that this may be in fifty years, the 
wealthiest community cn the Pacific Slope.

‘OVERDONE.’ 

Other people are very much afraid that 
this chicken and egg business is very much 
overdone. It don’t look that way to us. 
During the first three months and a half ot 
the present year some 14,000 cases of for- 
eign eggs were landed in New York. Time 
enough to talk about ‘overdoing the poultry 
business’ when American hens lay eggs 
enough to supply the home demand; and 
that wil: not be for some time yet, for thus 
far the demand has increased faster than the 
supply. 

FOWLS ON THE FARM. 
I don’t know that I want to stir up any 
ofthe specialy men, but I will say that 
every farmer ought to raise chickens and 
eggs enough for home consumption. Fowls 
on a farm do pay their way and more too, 
even when left to shift pretty much for them 
selves; and when well cared for they pay a 
larger profit in proportion to labor and cap 
itel invested than any other live stock on 
the farm. A farm flock of 100 hens will, if 
rightly managed, lay eggs enough in a year 
to bring their owner a clear profit of $1 to 
$1.60 per head, acoording to locality, and 
then the old ‘owls when fattened for market 
will bring enough to buy the same number 
of pullets to take their places, In reckon- 
ing the cost of keeping a flock of fowls most 
farmers do not take the value of poultry 
manure into the account, but it is quite an 
item and should not be lost track of. In 
any part of the country where the land re- 
quires manure in order to produce paying 
crops, the manure from a flock of fowls will, 
if saved in good shape, pay for all the care 
bestowed upon them. Among my farmer 
acquaintances there is one man who makes 
/aspecialty of growing vegetables for the 
early market, but the specialty business 
does not keep him from keeping a flock of 
60 hens and raising one or two hundred 
chickens each year. In talking upon the 
subject this man said; ‘We want chickens 
and eggs for our own table, and I find that I 
can raise them cheaper than] can buy. Poul- 
trymanure is a valuable fertilizer, quite as 
valuable as any of the commercial fertilizers, 
and I consider that it pays fully one third of 
the entire cost of keeping my flock.’

Editor Massachuselts Ploughman : 

The Ploughman of September 6b con 

tains Dr. Loring’s instructive address before 
the New England Manufacturing and Me- 
chanics’ Institute, in which are embodied in- 
dustrial statistics of great significance and 
value. ‘To the students of agricultural in 

dustry it is startling to be told by good 
authority that the limited mechanical anc 
manufacturing labor of the United States 
proJuces twice as much value and wealth in 
a year as the whole farming, planting and 
stock growing population of the country cali 
into existence. Believing that census figures 
which lead to this conclusion are unreliable 
and unwisely handled, 1 shail point ow 
great errors which ought to be corrected 
and avoided in all future statistics of this 
character. 

By the United States census of 1880 the 
operatives who manufacture cotton gocds 
are credited with the production of wealth 
equal to two hundred and ten million dol- 
lars ($210,950,383). ‘Lhese figures are 
reached only by giving manufacturing labor 
credit for producing all the cotton consumed 
which the farmer raised and sent to market. 
Operatives working in wool are credited 
with adding to the wealth of the nation 
$229,569,117, Unless you deduct the value 
of the raw material consumed in all woolen 
fabrics, the above figures are misleading and 
greatly over estimate the importance of this 
branch of home industry. 
The laoor that produces iron and steel is 
credited with the handsome sum of $296,- 
557,685. an making sixty-eight million 
dollars worth of agricultural implements 
annually there is a grand opportunity to 
count the value of iron and steel over two 
or three times. ‘I'hat this is done there can 
be no reasonable doubt.

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SMUT IN CORN—SEED3.

There are some things in (he past seaaon’s 
experience with me which may be worthy of 
note. 

I had planted corn on a field 
in Massachusetts when it was badly—very 
badly —affected with smut, but I liked the 
variety and took it with meto cultivate on a 
New Hampshire farm. Thecorn has done ex~ 
cellently well, and. not @ smutty ear has 
appeared among the whole. As usual with 
ne, soaked my seed corn over night ia a 
weak solution of copperas. ‘This I had done 
nMaseachusetts without reducing the smut. 
Does not this show that the smut is not 
im the seed but in the soil? It is said that 
seed corn for planting should be brougtt 
from the North to succeed well and not from 
the South, but I found no difficulty in get- 
ting a good crop of long-eared, eight-rowed, 
large kernel corn and no smut. 
Another item 1 wish to note in relation to 
the purchase of seed. 
I bought parsnip, turnip and squash seeds 
from aboxin astore. Not a seed of the 
parsnips sprouted; about one in a thousand 
of the turnip showed life, and that at the end 
of three or four weeks, and the squashes 
were a mongrei mixture. But the seed that 
I ordered from a regular orthodox dealer in 
seed, came true to the demand. So I say 
enclose the list and the amount wanted in 
postage stamps, and the addition of a two- 
cent postage stamp, for the letter to a seeds- 
man will save all disappointment, vexation, 
loss and delay.

Having named 
grave defects in the latter, I will notice afew 
errors in the former industry. 
The four annual reports on agriculture 
made to Congress during the administrations 
of Taylor and Fillmore, were prepared for 
the press by the writer. In that for 1849) 
page 14, 1 remarked “ Whoever attempts to 
furnish statistics should bearin mind that, 
in the same degree in which true informa- 
tion is valuable, false information is hurtful 
to the community.” Certainly the great 
farming interest of the country has a right to 
exemption from harm if government can do 
it no good. 
In my view, the government with its false 
statistics is fast driving the republic into 
agrarianism. We estimate the value of our 
farms for purposes of taxation, at two or 
three times more than they should be esti- 
mated for that purpose. We estimate our 
wealth in grass, (pastures and meadows) 
and then the grass in hay, in live stock, such 
as horses, mules, cattle for beef and dairy 
purposes; in dairy products, in fat lambs» 
wool and mutton. In census statistics our 
corn is estimated both as grain and in pork, 
bacon, breeding sows, pigs, and in other 
corn-eating animals, It is only forty-four 
years since the work of collecting industrial 
statistics was begun by Congress, and the 
average Congress man has not studied the 
problems to be solved. How shail we 
awaken an interest in the matter? 
Some farmers grow rich by consuming 
fertility in virgin svils at a rapid rate. 
Should the government encourage such hus- 
bandry? Do our statistics even attempt to 
teach the truths that the public mind most 
needs ? 
Industrial truth unappreciated, falls still- 
born. About fifty years ago the writer with 
others labored successfully to have the farms 
of the State of New York divided into * im- 
proved” and “unimproved land,” with a 
view to the close study of the sources of fer- 
tility and of sterility. Very few farmers or 
the sons of farmers have cared to learn facts 
of this type, or why some old fields are called 
improved and others unimproved. Statistics 
showing the degree and rate of depletion of 
different farms and fields from one decade to 
another, would be useful in many ways. It 
is folly to despise capital in the soil, subsoil, 
and in running water.

WINTER CARE OF SHEEP. 
“ The winter care of the flock,” says the 
Pittsburg Stockman, “is where many new 
sheep-men make mistakes.

Horticulture. 


A NEW ORCHARD. 
[City and Country.] 

There is no more profitable use to which 
a farmer can devote a share of his land than 
to orchard planting. If he intends the fruit 
for his own use only, it will be in the best 
sense of the word profitable, as it brings 
health, comfort and enjoyment. Many plent 
trees without properly considering the varie- 
ties, and then grudging the land thus occu 
pied, ask of it what is required of no other 
field upon the farm, viz: that it shall an- 
nually support two crops, the trees and grass, 
grain, or something else which usually has 
the land all to itself. This treatment is 
mainly the cause of the “giving out” of 
fruit, about which we hear in some of the 
older States. While we advocate the plant- 
ing of orchards, we have too much regard 
for trees to wish them to be submitted to 
such treatment. Unless one can be content 
with one crop from his land, and be willing 
to give it up to the trees, he had better not 
plant them. Of course, while the trees are 
young, a wide strip between the rows may 
be occupied by a crop, but when they come 
into bearing, the trees should have the whole 
land, and ail crops, such as clover and other 
pasturage for pigs, should be grown for the 
benefit of the trees. An orchard, properly 
treated, mey be made profitable if the fruit 
is sold, dried or “ evaporated,” or converted 
into cider or vinegar. ‘There is no better 
time to prepare for an orchard than during 
the fall months of October and November, 
whether the planting is to be done this fall 
or next spring. The most important work 
of preparation is drainage. ‘lrees are some- 
times planted upon soil that is too wet, with 
the intention of laying the drains afterward. 
it is much better to drain before planting.

We find the record alone the test for the 
trotter, and, although pedigree is very val- 
uable, unless an animal demonstrates its 
usefulness asa sire or dam its own excel- 
lence will not give it a high place as a 
breeder. Blue Bill, a horse of almost un- 
known lineage, has gone to the front as o 
sire of trotters, although but an inferior 
trotter himself, and the cow Coomassie 
while not equaling others of a later date, 
still ranks the highest as a source of the best 
quality. ‘fhe test of merit has increased the 
fleeces and carcasses of our sheep, and the 
early maturity and capacity of digestion of 
the swine have enabled breeders to single 
out certain femilies of Berkshires as superior 
to others, By this process of selection for 
merit only, and according to the capacity of 
the animal, breeders have produced Jersey 
cows that give thirty pounds of salted butter 
in one week, the milk required for sucn pro- 
duction being only five quarts for one pound 
of butter, as in the oise o1 Ida of St. Lam- 
bert. The milk yields of the Hoisteins, from 
some families, have reached over fifty pounds 
(about twenty-five quarts) aaily, and still the 
improvement goes on. 

But although the cows themselves are se- 
lected as the fittest for the purpose, such 
tests are made under the most favorable 
conditions only. The food is rich, varied, 
of the best quality, and given plentifully— 
but this isthe duty of every farmer. ‘The 
butter cows are selected for their butter 
qualities alone, and not with a view to 
securing a large quantity of milk. Their 
beef qualities are entirely discarded, and 
their future value for the butcher is not con- 
sicered. ‘Ihe Jerseys are active, small in 
eize, and mature early, the heifers often pro- 
ducing calves before they are a year and a 
halfold. They are distinct from the Guern- 
seys, not being as large, and possessing a 
more delicate shape and finer bone. There 
are no Alderney cows in this country, the 
gilt-edged butter so styled being rom the 
Jerseys and Guernseys. The use of a Jersey 
bull among a common herd makes a marked 
change in the charscter of the offspring, and 
but @ short time is required to largely in- 
crease the value of the stock, while the yield 
of butter is more than doubled. 





GENERAL JAQUEMINOT ROSES. 


(Prairie Farmer.) 

This is, when in the bud, perhaps, without 
exception, one of the finest roses grown, 
taking everything into consideration, Asa 
house rose, in late winter, the color is a very 
rich velvety crimson, changing to scarlet 
crimson, Probably a greater quantity of this is 
grown for cut flowers than any of the hybrid 
perpetual ciass to which it belongs. It is also 
as nearly hardy as any of them, and can be 
as readily propagated, which is another rea. 
son of its extended culture. It has also a 
fine, rich fragrance. in places where the 
winters are nut too severe, it forms a fine 
bush, as it is a luxuriant grower. It delights 
in a rich deep soil, and thus planted it will 
repay by a good second flowering in the fall, 
but in a poor soil it will rarely flower be- 
yond the regular season, which in this coun" 
try, is the case with a large number of simi- 
lar roses which are classed as Hybrid Per- 
petuals or Remontats. 

For winter flowering, before starting into 
owth, it is cuetomary to keep the glass off 
ong enough to give the plants a pretty 
hard freeze causing them to drop their foli- 
age ; for the very earliest batch, wanted for 
flowering at the holidays, the necessary 
rest is expedited by a partial withholding of 
water, this having the same effecc as freeg- 
ing them.

— Sour milk, whey and buttermilk are excel- 
lent liquids for mixing with the soft food of 
poultry. 

— Tea is successfully grown in South Amer 
ca. 

— Chinese farm‘labor in California are only 
hired because others cannot be got. They are 
mere machines. . 

— Canada, with the exception of ene or two 
years, has not grown enough wheat for her own 
consumption. Her exports of wheat are merely 
re-exportations of American wheat. 

— Kainit (potash salts) is dug from beds three 
hundred to twelve hundred feet below the sur- 
face. 

— The Virginian peanut crop is estimated to 
reach four million bushels. 

— Is requites one hundred bushels of good 
sized ontone to set an acre fer growing seed. 

— The safest way to treat grape vines is todo 
the pruning while the weather is fine in the fall 
or early winter. 

— Red root often becomes a very bad weed. 
It is destroyed by growing wheat after spring 
crops in the corn, oats or barley, followed by 
wheat rotatio2. 

— The first field erop of tobacco grown in the

— Sheep industry is more prosperous now in 
Bngland than it was two years ago. 

— Farmers will find a profit in raising their 
promising calves, as there is always, throughout 
New England, a scarcity of desirable milch 
cows. 

— Land for orange growing car be purchased 
in Florida for one dollar an acre, and even less. 
This proves that orange growing is not such a 
wonderful bonanza as many would have us be- 
lieve. 

— The buffaloes will soon be extremely rare 
on our western prairies. Large quantities of 
the bones are shipped East to be used by fertili- 
ser manafactarers. 

—Itis quite common for many farmers to 
stock their land more heavily than it will bear, 
with the idea that their profits will be increased, 
or that the extra amount of manure made will 
help the farm. 

—It applesare to be shipped during winter 
time a good plan is to line the barrels with two 
or three thicknesses of paper and the apples wil) 
rarely freeze, if properly protected. 

—It is stated by competent botanists that

of water. 

— There are from 75,000 to 100,000 Jerseys in 
the United States. Forty years ago there were 
only two bundred. 

— The inhabitants of Labrador are obliged 
every fall to obtain aid from the Canadian gov- 
ernment to keep them from starving. They live 
upon a bleak and dreary coast. 

— The annual value of gardea crops in the 
State of Massachusetts is over $4,000 000. 

— Owing to the assiduous and active attention 
to duty of the Boston inspector of milk, a visible 
and traceable improvement in the quality of the 
supplv has beeu noticeable. 


— Ensllage teeding still continues in favor. 
— New Jersey, Massachusetts and Wisconsin 
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rank first in importance as cranberry producers. 

— fhere is no greater fraud practised on far- 
mers than the heavy deduction that is made by 
the purchase of barley, if the grain is a little 
stained from exposure to the weather during 
harvest. 

— In South Australia the mercury often rises 
in summer to 115 deg. in the shade, 

— Manitoba farmers are organizing to do away 
with middlemen. 

— In order to do away with the objection to 
orchard grass, it can only be obviated by very 
thick seeding and careful prevaration of the soil. 

— Giving pepper to hens in winter to make 
them lay is apt to make them lose their feathers 
and stimulates them altogether too much. 

— Very fat cattle are not so profitable as me- 
dium ones. 

— It is better to mix horse and cow manure 
together than to apply them to the ground sep- 
arately. 

— Sugar was never cheaper. A sorghum or 
beet root crop the past season weuld not have 
paid any profit to the cultivator. 

— Suow has appeared in various localities 
throughout New England, quite a severe and 
heavy fall having occurred ina the northern part 
of Vermont. 

— Carnations are cultivated in pots in Eu- 


rope, but that method is totally unsuited here. 
man labor. 


— I: issaid the farmers of Maine pay three 
fifths of the taxes, though the farms do not rep 
resent three fifths of the property in Maine. 

— In the droughts in Australia as many as a 
million sheep have perished in one season, thus 
anticipating and wiping out the profits of future 
years. 

— Granulated milk is made by subjecting 
milk to the beat of 130 degrees until the watery 
part bas been evaporated. Then it is granulated 
and sugar is added until it looks like corn meal- 
It is less solid than condensed milk and mixed 
with water closely resembles natural miik 

— In selecting varieties of fruit for home use 
one should look first to quailty, second to ap- 
pearance, third to productiveness. For market 
the order should be reversed. 

— Franklin estimated that the supply of saw- 
ing wood would be exhausted in ten or twenty 
years, and that was a good many years ago. 

— It willbe noticed that heavy snow falls 
during winter months have a beneficial effect 
upon the next season’s hay crop. 

— Sheep sheds should be dry, though they 
need not be very warm. Sheep need water as 
much as other animals, though some farmers 
seem to be of a contrary opinion. 

— Feeding of stock during the winter months 
should always be done at regular hours. 

— Fall manaring with potash hasin many 
instances proved better than spring manuring, 
and th: effect in the second year is often better 
than that in tne first. 

— When the canals in New York close thou 
sands of horses will be idle. These are usually 
taken by farmers to keep ata dollar a week for 
the winter. 
— The colored tarmers in the South are in 
some districts forming farmers’ clubs. 


—In Normandy, France, it is no uncommon 
sight to see a driver refresh his horse with a pail 
of cider. In England beer is sometimes given 
to horses. 
— Underdrains are but too frequently made 
larger than is necessary. A small drain will 
carry off a larger quantity of water than is ordi- 
narily supposed. 
— Now is the time to see that the ice-house is 
in proper order. Every farmer, especially dairy 
armer, should have an ice-house. 
— The Kerry cattle in their native homes do 
not breed until they are six or seven years old. 
Under more favorable conditions they will breed 
at three years of age. 
— Winter squashes may be kept till February 
or later by storing in a dry and not too warm 
place. Remove decaying specimens. 
— The demand for permanent grasses is great 
ly on the increase. 
— The first importation of Hereford cattle was 
made by Henry Clay in 1817. 
— English sparrows have undoubtedly been 
proved a nuisance. 
— When flowers have been frozen they may 
sometimes be restored if they are immersed in 
cold water before they thaw out. 
— Peas are the best and cheapest feed for pigs 
according to Canadian farmers. It may be for 
the reason that they cannot grow corn success- 
fully. 
— Coal ashes and cinders from blacksmith 
shops are of no manurial value as they contain 
little or no plant food, but are of use for mulch- 
ing raspberry patches ana other small fruit 
patches. They are also of benefit thus applied 
to “scabby” fruit trees. 
— The large Western production of fax seed 
supplies the material for upwards of fifty oi) 
milis requiring large capital. Linseed oil is nog 
superseded by cheaper products. In fact, the 
large production of flax seed makes the oil much 
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than formerly. It is a favorite crop 
with the breakers of new lands as it requires 
little labor.
